On  April  12,  1980,  Terry  Fox  set  out  to  run  across  Canada  on  an 
artificial  leg.  The  5,300  mile  Marathon  of  Hope  received  respect 
worldwide. 

On  September  1,  1980,  after  3,339  miles,  the  running  stopped. 
The  cancer  that  took  his  leg  reappeared  in  his  lungs. 

On  June  28,  1981,  Terry  Fox  died.  It  was  a  battle  right  to  the 
end  and  he  never  gave  up.
